Secret 
Service is letting the air out 
of Tire Kingdom's inflation 

The government 
has seized some 25, 000 of 
the promotional pennies.

Wurth said he checked 
with the Federal Reserve 
Bank and Wurth says he 
was told that if he didn't 
deface the coin, he could 
use it.
